The Democratic joint cancas de-
cided last night to submit the con-

stilutional amendment to the peo-
;ple.

'I The following resolation, draft-
ed by Judge Connor, was passed

i by the caucus:

! «Resolved, That it is the sense
fof the Démoecratic caucus to sub-
mit a constitutional amendment
‘on the sabject of suffrage to a vote
of the people of the next general
election.”

The vote on this resolution was
by a separate roll call, the Senate
ycting first. Ever}' Senator pres-
ent voted for the Tesolution. The
House voted at the completion of
the Senate roll call.

More than the requisite three-
fifths of the total membership of
each house voted for the resolu-
tion.

This settles two guestions defin-
itely:

A constitutional
will be submitted.

It will be submitted at the gen-
eral election in 1900.

As to the nature of the anend-
ment nothing was deterrmined at

amendmeytt

the caucus last night beyvond the
general fact that it will be sub-
stantially the same as that sub-

mitted by the committee and
printed ia this paper on last Sun-
day.

Some minor changes will prob-

ably be made, but they will effect
details only and will Min no wise
change the nature and scope of
the amendmen®, There may be
some changes of dates.
The caucus will meet again to-
night to perfect the amendmeut
and formally adopt it.
